This paper responds to the Restriction Requirement and Species Election mailed from the 
Office on May 23, 2003. 

Restriction Requirement: 

The Examiner is requiring restriction of the application between the following two groups 
of claims: 

(I) claims 1-37, directed to a composition; and 
claims 38-61 , directed to a method of using. 
/. In response to the-Fequirement for restriction, applicants elect the composition claims of 
Group I, claims 1-3 7, (without traversed With this election, applicants are expressly reserving the 
right und©r35 USC § 12lB^F3"tfivisional application directed to the nonelected subject matter 
during the pendency of this application. 
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Species Election 

With the election of the claims of Group I, the Examiner is also requiring election of the 
following species: 

1 . A single disclosed polymer from claim 2 1 -24; 

2. A single disclosed active agent from claims 26-30; 

3. A dosage form where the active agent is either not in a vesicle (claim 1) or within 
a vesicle (claims 1 and 31) and for those dosage forms in a vesicle, a single 
vesicle of claims 32-34; 

4. A dosage form that is either a tablet (claims 1 and 36) or a capsule (claims 1 and 
37). 

In response to the species election, applicants elect the following species (the claims 
reading on the elected species are indicated parenthetically): 

1. poly(ethylene oxide) as the polymer (claims 1 and 21-25); 

2. ciproflox acin as the active agent (claims LI 7-20, 26, and 27); 

3. a dosage form where the active agent isviiot/in a vesicle (claims 1-16); and 

4. a tablet as the dosage form (claims 1 and 36). 

This species election is made with the understanding that the elected species are for 
purposes of initial examination only and that once a generic claim is found allowable, the 
nonelected species will be subject to examination.
